LONDON, April 27.—England 


is winning; the ultimate success of 
the allies cannot be doubted and 
that success is being achieved at 
less and less cost. But meanwhile 
England must economize and 
noire sacrifices. 
Around this 


text today Premier Lloyd George 
delivered an eloquent address in 
formal exercises responding 
to 


freedom of the city, granted him 
by London at the Guild Hall. 


"Before June, 1915, we lost 


eighty-four guns and a num- 
ber of prisoners; thereafter 
we have not lost a single gun 
while we captured four hun- 
dred and have taken prison- 
ers at a ratio of ten of the en- 
emy for one of ours." 


"During the first eighteen 


days of the battle of the 
Somme," the prime minister 
asserted, "we captured 11,000 
prisoners and fifty-four guns. 
In the same period. around 
Arras recently we took 18,000 
and 230 guns. Our gains 
were thus quadrupled. 


"This means not only ulti- 


mate victory, but at less loss. 
Our chances are growing as 
our equipment is improving. 
And the Germans know it— 
which explains the 
despair 


driving them into block piracy 
on the sea. 


"America, after great pa- 


tience, decided it was no use 
to wave a neutral flag in the 
shark's teeth," the prime 
minister continued. "We have 
lost many ships, but German 
piracy brought in America— 
and we are perfectly satisfied 
with the balance." 
"Victory is 
becoming 
in- 


creasingly assured," he said. And 
again, "the government is plan- 
ning that 1918 harvest with 3,00.0,- 
000 .additional acres available— 
guaranteeing that we would not 
starve if not a single ton was im- 
ported. 


"But 
we must economize!" 


Emphasizing the seriousness^ of

London Greets Wounded With The Welcome Oi Triumphant Heroes 


LONDON, April 27.—Lowering 


dusk and a whining, raw wind; 
dense crowds, a grey ambulance 
line drawn up in the train shed, a 
suppressed feeling of emotion— 
this is how London welcomes 
"back home" her wounded from 
the Great Push. 


It was so last night. 
Coster 


women squawked like parrots 
whei the blighty boys arrived; the 
Londoners cheered and threw 
flowers; dinners .grew .cold in a 
thousand housholds — but 
the 


wounded were greeted with the 
welcome of triumphant heroes. 


By the time the train arrived 


the audience had grown to two 
long rows five or ten deep in the 
train shed and thousands more 
outside. 


The first .ambulance sneaked 


timidly out of the shed, seeming 
to tip-toe through the rows of 
craning necks. Coster women 
riped through the crowd shrilling 
their cry of "Vi'tes! S'veet Vites 
and Daddydila for the wounded I" 


and peddling with both hands. 


Peering into the shadowy in- 


terior of the creeping ambulance, 
a crowd saw six men lying on 
swinging cots with a nurse stoop- 
ing over examining the symptoms 
and card of one. 


Flowers rained out of the 


crowd, gently pelting the wound- 
ed. Violets and daffodils, poorly 
aimed, fell under the wheels—but 
no matter. Their intentions were 
good. Two wounded men propped 
themselves up and nodded in re- 


sponse to the welcome. One hadj 
been shot through the face, for 
only one eye and a portion of his 
nose were showing through the 
bandages. Still, he seemed to 
smile with that one eye. 


Just off the fringe of the throng 


a little cubby-hole of a cigar store 
was enjoying a business rush. 
Two clerks shoved out cigarettes 
in twenty-fives and fifties. 


"Gimme hundred Virginias", 


one white whiskered 
man 
de- 


manded. He grabbed four pack- 


aaes and pushed back to his place- that moved even more carefully 
on the curb, extracting handfuls ^£^2»& £ 
to throw at the wounded men 


Ambulances were filing careful- 


ly past in regular intervals of 
half a minute, their headlights 
flashing on the shiny pavement. 
Some had 
a "sitter"—a 
mat; 


whose wounds permitted him to 
sit up on the stretcher. Tho sit- 
ters waved back at the fluttering 
handkerchiefs and nurses smiled 
in appreciation of the tribute to 
the men. 


At the lut came an ambulance 


Prance these days and the partic- 
ular ambulance obviously carried 
some one who was very bad off. 
The chcerinj hushed. 


Through the back of the car a 


doctor was seen bending over a 
wounded man. A little homely 
woman in the front rank covertly 
made the sign of the cross and 
then smiled up at her son, whose 
face was disfigured 
and

sleeve was marked with tne gold 
stripe 
showing he had 
been 


wounded "doing bis bit."

THE FARMERS AND POTATOES 


One who claims he is a farmer writes Dolly Wise that he and a 


tnin*«r of others of the same occupation as he, will not plant pota- 
tpei, this »e*«ra, because the seed is BO high they will not take the 
risk involved in a possible failure of erop and low prices. This state- 
Kept is followed l>y the suggestion that the government furnish the 
ieeii free in order to insure a full production. 


-The position of this fellow and his kind is nnbnsiness like, un- 


patriotic and uneconomic. It is the view that accounts for so 
much poor farming; it is the position that would shift' further bur- 
den upon those who are going to bear the heaviest load of the war. 
It is •'failure on the part of those who follow farming to look upon 
it as a 'business enterprise. Shoes arc excessively high, so is flour. 
The merchant who buys either must pay an unusual price therefor, 


' tut he would be a poor merchant, indeed, if he did not keep his 


shelves and stocks replenished nith them, taking his chances on suf- 
fering a-iosB through decline. And how ridiculous it would be for 
him to ask "the government to buy shoes and flour for him, because 
otherwise he might suffer a loss in handling them. 


The farmer, whose soil is reasonably adapted to the production 


of potatoes, is not doing his duty to his country if he docs not plant 
all he 'can fairly cultivate. More than that he is doing himself a 
positive injury in a business way. It is true seed potatoes are high, 
say $3.50'a bushel. It requires about 10 bushels to seed an acre. 
That need not be the actual cost of potatoes, since it is entirely pos- 
sible to cut the eyes, from which the plant grows away and leave a 
considerable part of the potato for table use. Still let us suppose 
the actual cost of planting would be $35 per acre. An indifferent 
yield for an acre is 100 bushels. At $3.50 a 'bushel that ought to pay 
reasonably well for seed, labor and interest on the investment. But 
says this farmer potatoes may decline in price. So they may, but 
there is greater probability that they njll even go higher and that 
there may he a yield of 200 and even 300 'bushels. Who wouldn't 
rather plant 10 bushels of seed and sell the product at $3.50 than 
plant at $1 and sell the product at $1" 


If peace came inside a year there is some reason to look for a 


decline, bat not much since half the world is on short rations and 
naturally, freed from war there would be more consumption by that 
half than there is now and demand is the most potent fixer of prices. 
Few -who -are familiar with the situation expect peace short of 
twelve months. If they are right then the extra demand, consump- 
tion, waste and loss, caused by the entry of the United States into 
"War will more than serve to maintain the high cost of everything. 


' This ought to make it clear enough to the business farmer, and 


lie is in the majority, that about the best investment he can make 
right now is to raise all the potatoes and beans he possibly can, and 
for the additional reason that he who writes The Times and those 
•who take his illogical and unfortunate position arc more numerous 
than they onght to be and will be a not unimportant, factor in pro- 
ducing a crop shortage, which President Wilson so passionately 
"warns us is the chief peril against which every man, woman and 
child in the land should guard and labor against with might and 
main. 


We do not know whether it would do any good or not to direct 


attention to the fact that there, are thousands and tens of thousands 
joining movements and societies to aid the nation in the stress it is 
now entering upon, knowing -full well it is going to cost them far 
more than the price of a bushel of potatoes and without any shadow 
of return therefor'beyond the satisfaction of knowing they are doing 
their duty as citizens of a land, where they are free and blessed 
above all others and in which land and condition they strive,, as 
well as hope, to remain in a small degree, at. least, worthy of.

THE FARMERS AND POTATOES 


One who claiins he is a farmer writes Dolly Wise that he and a 


number of others of the same occupation as he, will not plant pota- 
toes, this season; because .the seed is so high they will not take the 
risk'iuvolvcd'in a possible failure of crop and low prices. This states 
moot is followed 'by the suggestion that the government furnish the 
seed free in order to insure a full production. 


The position; of this fellow and his kind is nribusiness like, un- 


patriotic' and,'uneconomic. It is the view that accounts for so 
ranch poor farming; it is the position that would shift further bur- 
den upon thdse who are going to bear the heaviest load of the wai'. 
It is a failure'ou the part of those who follow farming to look upon 
it as a business enterprise. Shoes are excessively high, so is flour., 
The merchant who buys either must pay an unusual price therefor, 
but he would be a poor merchant, indeed, if he did not keep his 
shelves and stocks replenished with them, taking his chances on suf- 
fering a loss through decline. And how ridiculous it would be lor 
him to ask the government to buy shoes arid flour for him, because, 
otherwise he might suffer a loss in handling them. 


The farmer, whose soil is reasonably adapted to the production 


of potatoes, is not doing his duty to his country if he does not plant 
all he can fairly cultivate. More than that he is doing himself a 
positive injury in a business way. It is true seed potatoes are high, 
say $3.50 a bushel. It requires about 10 bushels to seed an sire. 
That need not be the actual cost of potatoes, since it is entirely pos-- 
sible to cut the eyes, from which .the plant grows away and leave a 
i-oiisideraWe part of the potato for table use^ Still let us suppose 
the actual cost of planting would be $35 per acre. An indifferent 
yield for an acre is 100 bushels. At $3.50 a bushel that ought to pay 
reasonably well for see'd,.labor and interest on the investment. But 
soys this farmer potatoes may decline in price. So they may, but 
there is greater probability that they will even go higher and that 
there may be a yield oE 200 and even 300 .bushels. Who wouldn't 
rather plant 10 bushels of seed and sell the product at $3.50 than 
plant at $1 and sell the product at $1! 
. 


If peace came inside a year there is some reason to look for a 


decline, but riot much since half the world is on short,rations and 
naturally, freed from war there would !he more consumption by that 
half than there is now and demand is the most potent fixer of prices. 
Few who are familiar "with the situation expect peace short of 
twelve months. If they are right then the extra demand, consump- 
tion, waste and loss, caused by the entry of the United States into 
war -will more than serve to maintain the high cost of everything. 


This ought, to make it clear, enough to the business farmer, and 


he is in. the majority, that about the best investment he can make 
right now is to raise all the potatoes and beans he possibly can, and 
for the additional reason that he who writes The Times and those 
who take his illogical and unfortunate position are more numerous 
than they ought to be and will be a not unimportant factor in pro- 
ducing a crop shortage, which President "Wilson so passionately 
warns us is the chief peril.against which every man, woman and 
child in the land should guard and labor against with might and 
maiu.

more than the price of a bushel of potatoes and without any shadow 
of return therefor beyond the satisfaction of knowing they^are doing 
their duty as citizens of a laud, where they are free and blessed 
above all others and in which laud and condition they strive, as 
well as hope, to remain in n. small degree, at least, worthy of.
